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| SUMMARY OF THE METEOROLOGICAL RAINFALL. 
‘TAKEN IN BENGAL DURING THE MONTH OF MARCH 18 

‘Tae month oft Mafch is usually the commencement of the hot 
Northern India, During the greater par: of the month, the Central Deccan, as re 
by the stations of Bellary, Sholapore, Selgaum, and Poona, is the region of liighest temp 
ture, ‘Temperature increases with the increasing elevation of the sun-over the 
India, but moro rapidly in Northern than Southern India, and usually in the last week 
March, ot the first weck of April, the area of greatest temperature is trausferred to 
Central Provinces, Central ludia and Churia Nagpur, with the adjacent districts of it 
‘West Bengal and’ Behar. 

‘The gradual increase of temperature accompanies and produces a ehange in 
pressure. Pressure in the month of Fobruary is lowest in Southern India and at 
entrance to the ‘Iu March it is, as a role, lowest in the North Decean, Central 
vinces and Chutia Nagpur, and is nearly uniform over the Gangetic valley. With 
northward transfer of the area of low pressure, the sea winds at the head of the 
‘strengthen and become remarkably steady, so that they rarely, if ever, give way to north 
winds. ‘The cold weather westerly wiuds down the Gangetic valley continue unaltered it 
direction, but begin during this month to assume in Behar the character of dry hot winds. 
‘This is due to their passing over a parched heated land surface, ‘The easterly winds down 
the Assam valley are continued across North Bengal, and are felt at the foot of the 
Hi yas as far west as Purneah acd Durbhunga. ‘The effects of the convergence of these 
three sets of air currents towards and around Central Bengal have been referred to in previous 
monthly reports. It is certaiuly to their interaction that the hot weather storms of 
Bengal are due, and the number and locality of these storms probably depends in 
some way upon the relative strength and characteristics of the three currents, in some 
‘way not yet determined,

‘Tho total number of analyses, &., mado during the nine months undée® , 
report was 1,211, If this number be inereased by ono third, the work of twelve 
months may be taken at 1,615, which is less by neurly 25 per cent. than that 
of the previous year. The decrease was most- considerable under the heads 
of “Human viscera tested for poison,” ‘Substarices suspected to be or to 
contain poison,” “Influnmable vils,” Potable water,” “Spirit determina. 
tions for tho Collector of Customs,” and articles tosted for purity and quality 
for the Small Arms Ammunition Factory, Dum-Dum, and for tho Commissariat 
Dopertinent. ‘here was, on the other hand, a considerable relative inérease in 
‘the number of analyses of lime-juico and spirits fur deleterious adulterations: 
In addition to the analytical work, 14 opinions were submitted by the Chemical 
Examiner on various technical points, compared with 26 during the previous 
twelve months. 

3. ‘There has been a steady decline during the past four years in’ the 
number of cases in which human viscera were submitted for ‘analysis, ‘the 
numbers having been 270 in 1880-81, 225 in 181-82, 210 in 1882-83, and) 127 
in the period under review. The percentages of total cases in which poison” 
wis found during these four years were 51-4, 41°3, 46°6, and 46:8 respectively. 
‘The Surgeon-Generil bas drawn attention to the faot that during the paab ming 
months the number of pos/.zrdem examinations in medico-legal eases held by- 
officers of the hospital assistont class has beon comparatively insignificant, being’ 
only 19 against 103 during 1882-83. During the same period, 45 autopsi 
were made by Civil Surgeons against 45, and 34 by Assistant Surgeons against 
28, Eleven autopsies were also made for the first time by Civil Surgeons with 
the aid of medical subordinates. ‘This satisfactory result was in great measure. 
due to the orders which were passed last year, direeting that bodies in _p 
cases should invariably be seut in to the district head-quarters for 
examination by the Civil Surgeon, except where, by reason of the 
other valid cause, there was danger of the subject not arriving in a fit st 
exanination, ‘The Jieutenant-Governor attaches much importance 
artuygement, which should do much to prevent the misearri 
are inevitable when post-mortem examinations are entrusted to mi 
dinates of low professional qualifications. Some difficulty 
in conseqience of the necessity, of taking the evidence tc 
whom the port-mort-m was conducted.

The Lieutenant-Governor is pleased to learn that the post-mortem reports 
deceived by the Uhemical Examiner during the year show some improveme 
as regards care in compilation, and that the medico-legal parcels were, as a 
rule, better packed. ‘The reports aro still, however, said to be superficial, and 
the Surgeon-General should lose no opportunity of impressing upon local officers 
the paramount necessity of carrying out to the letter the rules that have been 
Jaid down for their guidance. Tt is somewhat curious that, notwithstanding 
that a far larger proportion of the post-mortem examinations after which 
human viscera were sent to the Chemical Examiner for analysis were con- 
ducted by officers of high qualifications, there was no appreciuble increase in 
the percentage of cases in which poison was found.

There being a necessity for building a school-house for the Municipal 
School at Chirtagong, the Government agreed to bear half the estimated cost of 
Rs. 10,090 ror constructing a schiool-house, provided the other half were raised 
by subscriptions. Subscriptions to the extent of Ks. $,000 were accordingly 
collected, leaving Ks, 2,000 still to be raised. On the occasion of the recent 
visit of the Lieutenant-Governor to Chittagong, Rai Goluck Chandra Bahadoor, 
a resident of that place, contributed this amount, and, in doing so, requested 
that the building should bear Mr. Rivers Thompson's name, and should, when 
necrssary, be utilized for publie mectings, 

‘Mue “Lieutenant-Governor has much pleasure in acknowledging the! public 
it of Rai Goluck Chandra, and desires that an expression of his gordial 
thanks be conveyed to him for his liberal donation in the cause of education. 
With reference to the Rai Bahadoor's desire as to the name by which the school 
should be known, the Lieurenant-Governor thinks it preferable not to alter 
the designation the school now bears. He has no objection, however, to ‘the 
erection in the building of a tablot briefly recording the gift and the circam- 
stances under which it was made. Mr. Rivers Thompson also thinks “it 
undesirable to declare that the building may be utilized for the double pr 
of aschool and hall for public meetings. If the building were to be formally 
declared open for use as a Town Hall, the chief object for which it is imiended 
would probably suffer.

‘The meteorology of Bengal during the past week is similar in its more important fea 
tures to that uf the preceding week. ‘The earlier and greater part of the week was cha 
terized hy excessive heat and dryness, As ususl, 1 with a falling 
barometer and increased strength of the westerly winds. followed by @ 
rebound on the 16ch, Pressure increased, the westerly winds diminished in intensity, and 
southerly winds graduslly extended ovet the Provinee. ‘This gave rise during the last two 
doys to slight atuuspheric disturbance and (o moderate rainfall accompanying lucal showers 
over those parts of the Province more directly under the influence of the sea winds, viz., 
South-West and Kast Bengal. Theres some probability of this disturbed state continuing

imospheric pressure —The barometer fell steadily and rapidly until the 14th ia North 
Bengal, Betnr, Chutia Nagpur, and the western districts of South-West Bengal, aud until 
the 15th outh aud East Bengal, Pressure was considevably beluw the noraal 
fof the period ou ‘the 14h. During the remainder of the week it increased steadily, 
‘The combination of these two opposite changes of the barometer was to give on the 
whole a mezii pressure for the weck, which differed very slightly from the normal mean, 
‘The mean pressure was very sligitly in defect in Orrisa and the aijacent parts of South- 
West Bengal, aud slightly in excess by amounts averaging °O1* in ‘vehar aud Chutia Nag- 
pur, ‘The excess was greatest in Central and East Bengal, whore it rauged between “02”

‘The 
area of highest tomperature in India during the week included North-West Orissa, Chutia 
Nagpur, Sourh Bebar, and the western districts of South-West Bengal. 

Winds—Vhe chief feature during the early part of the week was the unusual st 
of the westerly wins biowing down the Gangetic valley. ‘The southerly winds blowing 
across the Hengal and Orissa coasts had consequently a. stronger westerly element than, 
usual.

The 
intense heat and dryness which has characterized the weather in liengal during the past 
three or four weeks hegan to give way at the end of last week. ‘The sea winds at the head 
of the Bay increased in strength aud displacid the dry wes'eriy winds over nearly the whole 
of Bengal. ‘The air be awe consequcuily mich more homid, avd the sky more or less 
clouded. Frequent thuuderstorms occurred in every part of the Proviuee except. in Chutia 
Nagpur and the south and central districts of Behar, ‘The rainfall of the week has henes 
been unusually large for the season, It hus also bern fairly distributed, so thet by far the 
greater part of the Province has received twice to thrice the 
Ef the week, Temp-rature has consequently been very iy d, and was 
several degrees below the normal temycrature of the werk in every part of the Province, Tt 
will thus be seen that tie meteorological conditions of th past week are the reverve of those 
hich have prevailed for several weeks.

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Behar, it will be observed, shows a falling off under every head, resulting in 
the serious loss of over 22,366 maunds in the produce, while in the Benares 
Agency, also, notwithstanding an increase in the net cultivated arca, the 
outturn declined by 9,236 maunds. Of the total cultivation in Behar, 
1,096,590 bighas lay South and 1,97,642 north of the Ganges. The whole of the 
formor area was irrigated, but only 91,581 bighas of the latter had the benefit of 
irrigation. The decrease of cultivation was in the proportion of 43,213 bighas 
ju the North Gangetic to 22,037 bighas in the South Gangetic districts, and the 
Agent accordingly concludes that the latter districts, with their 
facilities for irrigation, ure more favourable for poppy cultivation, and. 

wwe must look to them alone in future for an extension of our operations. 
Tris doubtful, however, that canal irrigation is altogether favourable to the 
poppy : and for this and other ressons, the Lieutonant-Governor does not 
bade the Agent’s views on this point free from doubt, The figures for the 
Benares Agency are, on the whole, not unsatisfactory; and it is evident that 
the falling off in produce was entirely due to the very unfavourable conditions 
‘of the scason. ‘The decrease in settlements is attributed by the Agent to 
greater care in rejecting applications for advances for lands ‘which the 

were evidently not in a position to cultivate, while there was an increase

In the Benares 
Agency, on tho other hand, the quantity of impure produce which escaped 
detection by the Sub-Deputy Agents shows a very lange excess over that of 
the previous season, being 712 maunds 23 seers against 99 maunds 19 seers.

“heency, the outstanding balances of the advances made to cultivators were 
very heavy during the year.

atmospheric pressure-—The barometer was very high at the beginning of the week 
‘under review and very considerably above the normal height. 1t was about an eighth of aw 
inch above the mean of the day on the 26th in all parts of the Province. It fell slowly and . 
steadily througn upwards of a fifth of an inch until the 30th, when it was slightly below
